You drive your 
furrows in this, great land, and make 
it fertile, make cities- of power and 
science, make the resources at your 
disposal draw forward the chariot of 
development. Cast your eye across 
the Pacific and the Atlantic where 
people, tod, have their place and, 
hand in hand, let us advance, seeking 
peace, envying none, fearing none. 

More than a year ago the govern¬ 
ment investigated a proposition of the 
manufacture of carbon black at Tur¬ 
ner Valley. The scheme was being de¬ 
veloped along safe lines when the in¬ 
creased production of gas in the Un¬ 
ited States sent prices down and the 
matter was dropped. this was un¬ 
fortunate for figures go to show the 
Dominion is importing carbon black 
from the U.S. In 1928 about 12,940, 
270 lbs. worth $8511,220 was imported 
to Canada. It would appear that here 
was an opportunity to establish a pro¬ 
fitable industry at Turner Valley. Why 
was the scheme abandoned ?

WORLD PEACE 


In the interests of world peace 
Hon. Winston Churchill believes that 
the Treaty of Locarno and the Treaty 
of Washington between the United 
States, Great Britain and Japan en¬ 
suring the tranquility of the Pacific 
are the twin pyramids of peace rising 
soliij^and unshakeable on either side 
of the Atlantic commanding the alleg¬ 
iance of the leading nations of the 
/ 

world and all their fleets and armies. 
These form the cores around which 
the wide conceptions of the League of 
Nations and the idealism of the Kel¬ 
logg Pact Can rear the more spacious 
and more unified structures of the 
future. But he warns: “The task is 
not done. The greatest exertions must 
continue to be made over a long per¬ 
iod of years. The danger of war has 
by no means passed from the world. 
Old antagonisms are sleeping, and 
the drum-beat of new antagonisms 
is already .heard. The anxieties of 
France and the resentments of Ger¬ 
many are only partly removed. Over 
the broad plains’ of Eastern and Cen¬ 
tral Europe, with their numerous new 
and highly nationalistic States, brood 
the offended shades of Peter and Fred 
erick the Great and the memories of 
the wars they waged. Russia, self- 
outcast, sharpened her bayonets in 
her Arctic night, and mechanically 
proclaims through self-starved lips 
her philosophy of hatred and death. 
But since Locarno, Hope rests on a 
surer foundation. The period of re¬ 
pulsion from the horrors of war will 
be long-lasting and in this blessed in¬ 
terval the great nations may take 
their forward steps to world organi¬ 
zation with the conviction that the dif 
Acuities they have to master will not 
b e greater than those they have al¬ 
ready overcome.” 


PROTEIN GRADING 

Dr, Robert Newton, professor of 
field crops at the University of Alber 
ta, has been asked by the National Re 
search Council of Canada to make an 
investigation of the possible reception 
which would be given in Europe to a 
system of marketing wheat on a basis 
of protein content. The report will 
be prepared for the next session of 
Parliament. Suggestion that such an 
investigation be undertaken was made 
by the agricultural committee of the 
House of Commons last session. The 
announcement that the work would be 
done by Mr. Newton was made by Dr. 
lory at a session of a committee of 
the research council in Winnipeg. The 
report on grading of wheat by protein 
content, published by the research 
council for the committee, was ap¬ 
proved.

The printer’s calling is a peculiar 
business in that it is not only si trade 
but more.

The printer take?" a blank sheet of 
paper, gathers the type, inks the 
press, and delivers to his patron, not 
merely a piece of merchandise, but a 
thing now alive, speaking a message 
to the mind through the eye. The in 
animate has been recreated into a spir 
it, a tongue of meaning has been giv¬ 
en the once dumb sheet, and now the 
piece of paper, with aid of magic of 
priter's ink, does what the mind it¬ 
self cannot do—carries a message of 
thoughts,'hopes, and ambitions to otYi 
er minds. 

They say that the pen is mightier 
than the sword. They speak figura¬ 
tively for they mean the printing 
press when they say the pen. And 
when the roll is called of the great 
souls, who, without brag or tyoast, 
have sped this old, sinful world along 
the way of progress and civilization, 
perhaps the first in line will be that 
same aproned and bedaubed printer. 
—William Lewis Judy. 


SNOWDEN’S “IRASCIBILITY" 


Chancellor Snowden’s querulous cri¬ 
tics overlook the justice of his claim 
and the provocation under which hej 
addresesd The Hague conference. 
1'hey call him “irasciblal’ a^id “unfit" 
to be a negotiator. As a matter of 
fact he has shown himself to be about 
the fittest negotiator Great Britain 
has sent across the Channel to deal 
with war debts. When one's debtors 
show no disposition U> make an hon- 1 
orable effort to meet/their obligations 
a little inascibility is ardonable. At 
least Snowden has made the world sit 
up and take notice that, as A. G. 
Gardiner puts it, “there will be no 
further surrender to the rapacity of 
Great Britain's late allies.” 

Americans ought to be able to ap¬ 
preciate the situation in which Snow¬ 
den and his Government find them¬ 
selves. Great Britain was the first 
of our principal war debtors to come 
forward and fund its debt. That was 
in 1923. The Italian debt was not 
funded until two years later, and it 
was not until 1926 that France could 
be induced to sign the agreement that 
has been ratified by the French Par¬ 
liament only within the past month. 
Great Britain agreed to pay us $4,- 
600,000,000 and has been meeting her 
installments regularly, although they 
have borne heavily on her people. We 
were forced to let France off at about 
50 cents on the dollar and did not ev¬ 
en less well with Italy. When those 
facts are remembered, as well as the 
fact that Great Britain is asking of 
her debtors only that they pay her 
with what she borrowed from us large 
ly on their account, we think that 
Great Britain's spokesman .at The 
Hague was justified in putting his 
foot down hard against a distribution 
of German reparations that gave pref 
erence to nations that have shown 
neither the promptness nor the hon¬ 
esty that she has in meeting her ob¬ 
ligations. 

We have no patience with those 
•vho balance finesse of speech against 
a great national injustice. Snowden 
is not a cheek-kissing diplomat, but 
ne seems to know right from wrong 
and to have the guts to speak his 
mind, when he knows he is right. The 
Young plan is not going to be wreck¬ 
ed, but even if it were Snowden and 
his Government would be exposed to 
no greater or juster condemnation 
'than was heaped upon the United 
itates when it was accused of retard¬ 
ing the rehabiliation of Europe by 
disowning the League of Nations. 
There is such a thing as a nation be¬ 
ing too easy a mark. 

Snowden's abruptness in telling 
France where she gets off was not on 
ly justified by the "particular facts 
with which he was dealing, but al¬ 
so had the interesting effect of tellin'g 
her dramatically that the leading 
strings with which Austen- Chamber- 
lain had bound Great Britain to her 
were snapped, which can cause no 
alarm among those who are looking 
for greater co-operation between 
Great Britain and the United States. 


Hon. Philip Snowden’s objections to 
the Young plan, which he claims is 
unjust to Britain, is as foHnWs: 

1. Great Britain loses $12,500,000 
yearly as compared with the Dawes’ 
plan. 

2. Great Britain is expected to 
forego $1,000,000,000 which the allies 
pwe her on account of repayments al¬ 
ready made to the United States. 

3. The exclusion of Great Britain 
from a share in the unconditional por 
tion of the German annuities. The 
annuities average $500,000,000 of 
which $165,000,000 must be paid un¬ 
conditionally in foreign currency. The 
payment of the remainder is condition 
al. That is, Germany, in order to pro 
tect her exchange, may postpone pay¬ 
ment in foreign currency for two 
years, and remit the equivalent in 
Reichmarks to the proposed interna¬ 
tional bank. Under the Young scheme 
Great Britain is entitled to payment 
only out of the conditional portion of 
the annuity. 


ORIGINAL OIL WELL 


Away back in J904 while we had 
charge of the Qkotoks Review, we 
invested $500 in an oil enterprise 
west of Pincher Creek near the Inter¬ 
national boundary. John Lineham 
was their president. Oil was obtained 
from this well and it was used for 
various purposes including dipping 
for mange. The Lethbridge Herald 
speaking of this well, says: 

The original discovery well is said 
to have produced 300 barrels a day. 
With such a prospect as that it will 
be W'ondered why the new discovery 
never amounted to any thing and Oil 
City today is an abandoned place, 
with old.derricks falling to pieces as 
the only evidence of a once promising 
oil camp, 

There is much of romance and ad¬ 
venture in Alberta’s oil story, but 
none more striking and entrancing 
than the first effort to locate oil in 
the mountains of the present popular 
playground. Waterton national park. 
Mt. Lineham and Mt. Crandell, named 
after the two men who led the move¬ 
ment to locate an oil field there, look 
down upon a deserted camp and stand 
as monuments to the courage and per¬ 
severance of two outstanding ^figures 
in Alberta’s oil history.” 


STOCK FOR EP RANCH 

Eighteen horses, including two 
from the Prince of Wales’ stud farm 
Devon, were among the arrivals in 
Montreal Saturday evening by the 
Canadian Pacific liner “Minnedosa.” 
The Prince of Wales’ Arab stallion, 
“Aldebaran,” and a Clydesdale stal¬ 
lion, recently purchsed by His Royal 
Highness, are being shipped to the 
Toronto Exhibition, and will after¬ 
wards be sent to the E. P. Ranch at 
High River. A good vojiage was re¬ 
ported by Capt. D. M. Baird, assist¬ 
ant manager of the Prince of Wales’ 
stud farm at Royal Devonshire. He 
is accompanying the blood stock to 
Toronto and High River. Although 
at times the ocean was a trifle play¬ 
ful, no ill effects were experienced by 
the animals, every one of the eighteen 
on board arriving in the best of condi 
tion. The Prince’s two horses in com¬ 
pany with five belonging to J. Torr¬ 
ance of Markham, Ontario, left Mon¬ 
treal on the C.P.R. train to Toronto.

In a recent article written for a 
Toronto financial paper, James FI 
Boyle, professor of agriculture eco¬ 
nomics at Cornell university, states:
